EOR  THE  YEAR  1967 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee: 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  report  is  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/68  dated  January,  1968. 
Included  is  the  report  of  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Until  the  end  of  March  1967  the  Health  Departments  of  the 
Totnes  Rural  District  and  Totnes  Municipal  Borough  were  amalgamated, 
but  after  that  date  Totnes  Borough  decided  to  have  a  separate 
Health  Department  again.  The  break  up  of  this  partnership 
reduced  the  number  of  health  inspectors  available  to  the  Rural 
District  so  that  there  are  now  only  two  Public  Health  Inspectors 
on  the  staff. 

No  great  variation  in  the  vital  statistics  occurred  but 
there  was  a  small  outbreak  of  measles  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year.  It  is  anticipated  that  after  a  measles  vaccination 
campaign  being  carried  out  by  Devon  County  Council  is  effective 
that  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  will  be  substantially  reduced 
in  much  the  same  way  as  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Poliomyelitis 
have  practically  been  abolished  by  immunisation  procedures. 

I  wash  to  thank  the  Councillors  for  their  support  during 
the  year  and  also  thank  my  colleagues  on  the  staff  for  their  co¬ 
operation  in  producing  this  Report.

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SECTION  B 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


1 .  Hospitals 

The  Rural  District  is  served  by  hospitals  in  Totnes,  Dartmouth, 
Paignton,  Newton  Abbot,  Ashburton,  Torquay  and  Bittaford. 

2.  Laboratory  Facilities 

Laboratory  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Lab¬ 
oratory  services  at  Exeter  and  Plymouth.  The  chemical  analysis  of 
water  is  undertaken  by  Public  Analysts  at  Exeter.

The  Unit  visited  main  towns  in  the  area  once  a  fortnight  through¬ 
out  the  year  and  all  persons  living  in  the  rural  parishes  were  easily 
able  to  obtain  chest  x-rays.

Under  the  National  Health  Services  Act,  1946,  the  County  Council 
provides  the  following  services :- 


Domiciliary  midwives,  home  nurses,  health  visitors,  supervisory 
care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  five,  ambulance 
services,  vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures,  home  help  services 
and  the  care  of  persons  suffering  from  illness  or  mental  disorders, 
and  the  aftercare  of  such  persons. 

Nine  district  nurse/midwives  work  in  the  district  together  with 
four  health  visitors  and  a  nursing  assistant.  Child  welfare  clinics 
are  held  at  regular  intervals  at  South  Brent,  Stoke  Gabriel  and  Kingswear. 


The  home  help  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council.  A 
chiropody  service  has  now  been  introduced  for  the  handicapped,  the 
aged  and  expectant  mothers.  Chiropody  clinics  are  held  in  Stoke 
Gabriel,  Ashburton,  Buckfastleigh  and  Totnes. 

5 .  Family  Planning  Service 

A  clinic  is  held  at  the  Central  Clinic,  Midvale  Road,  Paignton 
every  first  and  third  Monday  of  the  month,  6.00  to  7.30  p.m. ;  every 
2nd  and  4th  Monday,  2,00  to  3.30  p.m.  A  clinic  is  also  held  at  the 
Adult  Education  Centre,  Dartington,  on  the  3rd  Tuesday  afternoon  of 
alternate  months  beginning  in  January  of  each  year.

The  weekly  refuse  collection  service  has  been  maintained  through¬ 
out  the  year. 

3.  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967 ,  Part  III 

The  coming  into  operation  of  this  Act  on  the  27th  July  has  given 
Local  Authorities  additional  powers  and  duties  in  relation  to  the  removal 
of  abandoned  motor  vehicles  and  other  refuse  and  has  greatly  eased  the 
Public  Health  Department’s  duties  in  keeping  lay-bys  and  verges  clean 
and  tidy.

Galmpton  Sewage  Disposal  Works:-  Work  on  the  construction  of  these 
new  works  was  completed  in  August,  1967. 


(Note:  These  works  are  scheduled  to  be  handed  over  to  the  Torbay 
County  Borough  Council  when  it  comes  into  being  on  1st  April,  1968. ) 

Berry  Pomeroy:-  A  scheme  is  awaiting  Ministry  approval. 

Ugborough:-  A  scheme  for  the  modernisation  of  these  works  was 
prepared  and  is  awaiting  Ministry  approval. 


5 .  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

Action  here  is  designed  to  be  mainly  preventative  as  opposed  to 
curative.  This  as  effected  in  large  measure  by  routine  visits  to 
refuse  tips,  sewage  works  and  other  vulnerable  premises,  and  the  annual 
treatment  of  sewers.
